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REMARKS . 

In response to the pending Office Action, Applicant has amended claim 1 to incorporate 
the limitations of claim 15. Claim 15 has been cancelled, without prejudice. Applicant 
respectfully submits that all pending claims are patentable over the cited prior art for the reasons 
set forth below. 

In response to the objections set forth on page 2, paragraph 4 of the Office Action, 
Applicant has deleted the phrase "and the power supply side of a potential. With regard to the 
objection of claim 14, the limitations of claim 1 recited that a plurality of pitches between 
adjacent outgoing power lines of the plurality of branched outgoing lines in the longitudinal 
direction of the main line are set so as to be equal to each other. Claim 14, on the other hand, 
recites that the pitches between adjacent outgoing power lines of the power supply path on the 
power supply side of the high potential and the pitches between adjacent outgoing power lines of 
the power supply path on the power supply side of the low potential are set so as to be equal to 
each other. Accordingly, the phrases are not redundant. 

Applicant notes with appreciation the indication of allowable subject matter recited in 
claims 5, 6 and 15. As the limitations of claim 15 have been incorporated into claim 1 and claim 
1 is the sole pending independent claim upon which all of the other pending claims depend. 
Applicant submits that all pending claims are allowable over the cited prior art. 

Having fully responded to all matters raised in the Office Action, Applicant submits that 
all claims are in condition for allowance, an indication of which is respectfully solicited.
